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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to Claim 1 in the submission filed 1 1/16/09 are acknowledged and 
accepted. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The Applicant's arguments, see in particular Pages 13-18 of the submission, filed 
1 1/16/09, with respect to the rejections in Sections 6-9 of the Office Action dated 
8/14/09, have been fully considered and arc persuasive. The rejections in Sections 6-9 of 
the Office Action dated 8/14/09 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement among Inventions IA, IB, IC, ID, 
IE, IF, IG, IH, Ii, IJ, and IK, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 8/15/08, has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to 
MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim 
that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 7-38, 67, directed to 
Inventions IB, IC, ID, IE, IF, IG, IH, Ii, IJ, and IK, are no longer withdrawn from 
consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
However, Claims 39-50, 54, 57, 60, 64, 66, and 69, directed to Inventions II, III, IVA, 
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and IVB, are withdrawn from consideration because they do not require all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32

Claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a method for producing a grating image, as 
generally set forth in Claim 1 , the method including, in combination with the features 
recited in Claim 1, a working field of the writing apparatus has a fixed size predetermined 
by a deflection of a particle beam or of a light beam of the writing apparatus and the at 
least one grating field does not fit completely into the working field, and defining a 
sequence of working fields with respect to the grating field, in each of which the at least 
one grating line is to be produced continuously without interruption along its entire 
length by means of deflection of the particle beam or of the light beam of the writing 
apparatus. Claims 2-38, 51-53, 55-56, 58-59, 61-63, 65, 67-68 are dependent on Claim 1, 
and hence are allowable for at least the same reasons Claim 1 is allowable.
